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.. Waen the uterus was laid open, it had} 
indeed, at firſt view, the appearance of a 
part diſpoſed to become gangrenous ; but 
this was only owing to a conſiderable quan- 
tity of nembrana decidua, or falſe chorion 
adhering to its internal ſurface; for when 
I had wiped away this mortified ſlough with 
a wet ſpunge, it was perfectly ſound, and in 
its natural ſtate. In the caſe of Ann Simms, 
the os uteri was ſomewhat livid and black; 
but, her labour having been difficult, that 
was probably owing to the violence ſuſ- 
tained, and not to any tendency in the 
diſeaſe itſelf to produce ſuch effect; for, 
notwithſtanding diſcoloration of the part, 
it did not manifeſt the leaſt degree of putrid 
diſſolution, but preſerved its coheſion and 
natural firmneſs. Caution is therefore ne- 
ceſſary, not to regard appearances as morbid, 


vrhich ariſe from accidental caufes, or ſuch 
as are ſtrictly natural, . 


Fever brought on by inflammation of the 
uterus, has often been confounded * with 
Child-bed Fever; but thoſe diſcaſes are 
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very eſſentially different, although they both 


require the ſame method of treatment. 


Wurm the uterus is inflamed, it ſome=- 


times becomes gangrenous ; the head is 
affected with pain; delirium uſually attends 


this fever, and the uterine region is ſo ex» 
quiſitely ſenſible, as to render the gentleſt 
preſſure intolerable : But, on the contrary, 
in Child-bed Fever, the head is not diſ- 
ordered, the uterus is ſeldom affected with 


pain, inflammation, or gangrene, nor doth 


_ delirium uſually attend.

| uterus, there are others more fully men- 
| tioned by Ætius than any other writer, 
which particularly point out the affected 
parts.

IxxrTLAUNMAT IO of the aterus, which 
often ariſes from a greater degree of violence 
applied to this part than its natural ſtructure 
can bear, will generally bring on obſtruc- 
tion of /achia; and, on the contrary, ob- 
ſtruction of lech may produce inflamma- 
tion of the uterus; but, although ſuch local 
affection may create fever, it ſeldom proves

Praftical Obſervations and Inferences arifing 


from the Hiſtory of Diſeaſe, with the 
Methods moſt conducive to its C ure. 


HE ſudden chinge produced i in the 
habit, by the effect of delivery, and 
that alteration in the courſe of blood, Which 
neceſſarily happens from contraction of the 
uterus, ſeem to be the principal reaſons why 
the abdominal viſcera are, at this time, ſo 
liable to inflammation. 


. Wren: preſſure of the 8 uterus is 
faddenly taken off from the aorta deſcendens 
after delivery, reſiſtance. to the impulſe of 
blood paſſing through all the veſſels derivod 
from it, and diſtributed to the contiguous 
viſcera, will be conſiderably leſſened; z it 
will therefore ruſb into thoſe veſſels with a 
ſuperior force, and, by putting them vio- 
lently on the ſtretch, will occaſion pain, in- 
flammation, and fever, particularly in the

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omintum and inteſtines, where they are nu- 
merous and moſt yielding ; ; and this is more 
probable, becauſe thoſe arteries, before they 
enter the viſcera, are diveſted of their ſtrong 
external coat. 


Tua ſuch change of circulation actually 
happens, is manifeſt from thoſe faintings 
which ſometimes follow: ſudden delivery ; 
for, when the long- continued preſſure of 
the zterus is removed, the blood, by guſh- 
ing into the inferior veſſels, will, for a 
time, deprive the heart and brain of their 
"Wins quantity. 


Turs contraction of the womb alſo ren- 
ders its veſſels impervious to that blood, 
which before paſſed freely through them 
for the ſervice of. the child during preg- 
nancy; and conſequently a much larger 
Quantity will be thrown upon the con- 
tiguous parts, which will ſtill add to their 
diſtention, and increaſe their tendency to 
Inflammation more particularly as the

TEE e ſecretion of bile, which - 
commences about this time in Child-bed 
Fever, moſt probably ariſes from the ſame 
cauſe; for, as the vena portæ ventralis, 
which brings blood to the liver, is rooted 
in the inteſtines, it will neceflarily. receive 
from thence a larger ſupply than before;

Ir therefore appears, that, 8 this | 
fever i is attended with preternatural ſecre= 
tion of bile, it ought not tobe confidered as 
one of the bilious kind; for the great redun- 
dancy of that fluid ſeems truly ſymptomatic, 
like that occaſioned by pain and ſpaſm in 
the nephritic cholic, or other painful ; affec= 
tions of the abdominal viſcera, . 
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Ar the attack of this fever, the cutaneous 
veſſels, during the cold fit, are exceedingly 
conſtricted, as is evident from the paleneſs | 
of the ſkin; and from this 'cauſe alſo, a 
greater quantity of blood is driven to the 

internal veſſels, which will further increaſe 
the quantity of redundant bile.

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Child-bed or Puerperal Fever. Had a mo- 
dern author attended to this feriking fad, 
he would not then have objected to the 
appellation.

Tux Memoir writers have here groſsly

* Confidering the ſuppuration of Omentum, 
and large quantity of purulent fluid found 
in the abdomen after death, it is eaſy to 
fee how a Fever truly mflammatory in the 
beginning, may ſoon become putrid by ab- 
ſorption of that fluid, which, like od leaven,

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- Ds. Home, in bis uſeful Clinical Experi- 
ments, page 89, has not been more exact 
than they; for, in mentioning the cauſes 
aſſigned for the production of Child- bed 
Fever, he ſpeaks thus : © Thoſe who affirm 


that an inflammation of the Uterus and , art 


teſtines are the cauſe of the diſeaſe, as Dr. 
Hulme and Dr. Leake adviſe this evacuation, 
(namely) Bleeding.” 


So far from affirming that inflammation 
of the Uterus is the cauſe of this Fever, at 
page 97, I have expreſſed myſelf as follows: 
From this preceding hiſtory of the Child. 
bed Fe ever, the ſubſequent concluſions may 
be drawn; viz. firſt, that it does not ariſe 
from corrupted Milk, or obfirudted Lechia; _ 
ſecondly, that it is not owing to inflammation 
of the Uterus, &c.”

them taken up till the tenth day after de- 
livery. There is ſo much reaſon in this 
obſervation, that it ought to be duly. re- 
garded ;* but I think it may be ſaid with 
truth, the proportion of thoſe dying of 
Child-bed Fever, compared to the number 
who die from dangerous or difficult la- 


bours, is at leaſt double of that mentioned 
by Dr. Sydenham. 


IT is ſometimes eaſier to avoid the ap- 
proach of an evil, than to find a remedy for 
it when preſent; therefore every attempt 
towards that end will be more or leſs ne- 
ceſſary, in proportion to the danger of the 
evil itſelf; and ſince it appears that Child- 
bed Fever, in the epidemic ſeaſon, is fre- 
quently fatal, it would be a moſt deſirable 
circumſtance, and a thing of real im- 


portance, 
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portance, if means could be deviſed to ſecure 
women from its malignant influence. 


Jam \ inclined to hope that this is poſſible, 
at Teaſt in a certain degree; and the rather 
from what has been judiciouſly and experi- 
mentally laid down on the ſubject of Fever: 
and Infection, by Dr. Lind: Or, although | 
the diſeaſe ſhould appear, the ſymptoms 
would probably be milder, bod the event | 
more favourable. 


W have abbrand, that, when the we 
is endowed with exquiſite ſenfibility, the 
more it becomes diſpoſed to receive in- 
fection; it would thereſore be rational and 
expedient, when this diſeaſe is moſt fre- 
quent and fatal, to adminiſter ſuch medi- 
cines, 4 feu days Before and after delivery, 
as have been known to ſtrengthen the con- 
ſtitution, and diminiſh the ſenſibility and 
irritability of the habit. Nothing would 
7 ſo powerfully contribute to this end, as the 
liberal uſe of Peruvian Bark, and mineral 
Acid, with/ the chalybeat waters, particu- 
„ ee larly 
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larly thoſe of Pyrmont or Spa. Where 
the nervous ſyſtem is extremely delicate, 
and thrown into diſorder from flight acci- 
dental cauſes, the prudent uſe of opium 
would alſo be attended with great ad- 
vantage; it would reſtore reſt to the body, 
and tranquillity to the mind, by diſpoſ- 
ſeſſing it of thoſe diſquieting ideas which 
diſturb and pervert the natural ſecretions, 
and tend to excite fever. It has been ſup- 
poſed, this medicine would ſuſpend the 


bodily powers, and render them 'torpid 


or ſluggiſh in | ſhaking off diſeaſes; but 
this appears too haſty a conjecture; for 
in women of hyſteric habits, who ſuffer 
from agitation of. mind, or want of fleep, 
and where the pulſe from thence becomes 
quick, weak and tremulous, there is not 
to be found a more ſovereign and effectual 
cordial in the whole Materia Medica. 


IT will alſo be neceſſary to caution the | 
patient againſt all ſuch adventitious cauſes 
as have been known to produce this fever, 
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or add influence to the atmoſphere in 
bringing it on; ſuch as ſudden terror, or 
long - continued diſtreſs of mind; errors in 
diet, or cold air admitted to the body in a 
full ſtream. Her food ſhould be ſimple, 
ealy of digeſtion, and chiefly of the ace- 
ſcent kind ; her drink may be wine and 
water, acidulated with orange- juice, of any 
of the grateful acids. She ſhould uſe gentle 
exerciſe, and breathe a pure, open air, 
guarding againſt all ſudden changes from 
one extreme to another, The bed-chamber, 
before, and after delivery, ſhould be cool, 
and neither incommoded with much noiſe, 
or ſtrong light. In a word, the body ſhould 
be kept {till and quiet, and every thing care | 
fully avoided which diſagreeably engages 
attention of mind. 


Nornixo will ſooner diſpoſe the fluids.

L 3 ons ; 
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placed in the ſun, expoſed to a ſtream of 
freſh air: The wards being then cloſely 
ſhut up, were fumigated for two days with 
Sulpbur, Pitch, and Tobacco Stalks ſtrewed 
on charcoal fires; after which the walls 
were white-waſhed ; and the wards, being 
thoroughly cleaned, were ſprinkled with 
campborated vinegar. The beds being then 

replaced, fuch were the ſalutary effects of 
this method, in putting a ſtop to the dif- 
_ eaſe, that of ſeveral patients ſoon aſter ad- 
mitted, only two were ſeized with it, one 
of which died.

NexT to the ſmoak of burning wood,

Ix the fourth volume of the London 
"Medical Obſervations may be found a caſe 
of Cæſarian operation accurately related, and 
the only inſtance that I know of, where it 
was performed on the living body, in this 
great city, for upwards of a century paſt. 
From this caſe, as one which may be de- 
pended upon, I have tranſcribed the fol- 
lowing particulars, being the leading cir- 
cumſtances, and moſt material, practical 
facts relative to the nature and event of that 
operation.

WHEN any part. of placenta has been 
ſeparated from the yterus, it will not 
again adhere.

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. HzRE it is neceſſary: to remark that 
pernicious and deſtructive method of giving 
Seating cordials or ſpirituous liquors, with a 
view to revive the patient, to which many

too much diſcountenanced, or its danger 
ſufficiently pointed out.

From 
ſome experiments made by Dr. Alſon on 
frogs, it appears, that opium taken in- 
ternally, will, for a time, retard the blood's 
motion, by diminiſhing the vital power of 
the heart; and this circumſtance, ſo far as it 
regards thoſe ſmall aquatic animals, is ſtill 
further confirmed by that incomparable 
Phyſiologiſt the late Dr. Whytt: Such ex- 
periments are pleaſing and curious; but the 
* arifing from them, when applied 
to 
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to the human body, are nat ſo concluſive 
and ſatisfactory as they at firſt appear; for 
many ſubſtances, which produce a mortal 
effect on one ſpecies of animals, are not 
found injurious to another; and the ſame 
animal is very differently. affected by the 
Fame thing, at different times.
